LISBON, NOV. 19 REUTER — THE PROVISIONAL GOVERNMENT 
ORDERED THE PORTUGUESE NEWS AGENCY LUSITANIA TODAY TO CLOSE 
DOWN IMMEDIATELY ON THE GROUNDS THAT ITS CONTINUED EXISTENCE 
COULD JEOPARDIZE THE DECOLONIZATION OF PORTUGAL’S OVERSEAS 
TERR IT OR IES 

AN ORDER SIGNED BY MAJOR VITOR ALVES, THE MINISTER WITH 
SPECIAL RESPONSIBILITY FOR THE PRESS, SAID THE CONCEPT OF 
COLONIALISM WHICH INSPIRED THE AGENCY’S FOUNDATION IN 1944 HAD 
BEEN DISPELLED FROM THE NATIONAL CONSCIENCE. 

AFTER CONSULTATIONS WITH PORTUGUESE AUTHORITIES IN 
MOZAMBIQUE AND ANGOLA, THE GOVERNMENT DECIDED LUSITANIA SHOULD 
CEASE ITS ACTIVITIES IMMEDIATELY, THE ORDER SAID.
